| Negotiations With Britain 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


‘The Anglo-Israeli citrus trade must 
be organised on a completely new 
basis, since the 10-year-old practice of 
British Government bulk buying came 
to an end last May, Mr. Zvi Izakson, 
a.member of the Israeli citrus 
delegation, told me in an interview. 

The delegation now negotiating in 


London with private importers represents 


the Israeli Citrus Marketing Board, 
Government agency in charge of the sale 
of citrus at home and abroad. Apart 


from Mr. Izakson, who is Chairman of the. 


Board of Directors of Pardes Syndicate 
Co-operative, the delegation is 
composed of Mr. Isaac Rokach, the 
‘General Manager, and Mr. Yehuda 
‘Chorin, the General Manager of the 
citrus sale organisation Yachin.”’ 

Negotiations started last July, but 
were suspended in August to enable the 
Israch. delegates to go to the Continent 
and Scandinavia. At that time difficulties 
over price had arisen. 

Reduced Production 

There is a great demand ‘for citrus 
everywhere, Mr. Izakson said, notwith- 
standing the fact that much more of the 
fruit has become available during the 
last SO. years, with the United States 
producing 200 million cases per. annam. 
Spain 20 million. and Africa (North and 
South) developing their summer orange 
shipping. ~ Production in. Palestine, how- 
ever, has considerably decreased, as a 
result Of the world war (which made 
overseas exports impossible) and of the 
‘Arab invasion, which brought “ruin to 
one-third of the citrus plantations. The 
whole. area citrus-bearing trees in 
Israe! to-day is only «120,000. dunams, 
with a production of six. million cases 4as 
compared with 300,000 dunams in 1939, 
which. yielded 17 million cases). Israel, 
therefore,'can now export only about four 
and a half million cases, leaving the 
balance for by-products and home con- 
sumption...To: Britain Israe! could offer 
only two and a half million cases (as: 
compared with ten million in 19475.” 

But, Mr. tzakson: added. plans and 
projects are already in operation . to 
increase the crop from. the existing plants 
by more fertilisers and better ‘methods. 
and to expand the industry again over. an 
area. .of 300,000 dunams.

MIDDLE EAST JEWS 
IN 16th CENTURY | 
Jewish Professor's 

By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A young Jewish professor, Dr. 
Bernard Lewis, is responsible for 
important research into the hitherto 
obscure history of Palestine and Syria 
in the sixteenth century and of the 
Jewish communities in the Ottoman 
Empire. 

Professor Lewis, who s the ir 
of History of the Near and Middle Eas: 
at London University, was sent, he told 
on a year's study 
leave by the 
versity of Londo 
to the Middle => 
East. He spent 
nine months — in 
Turkey, most of i 
in. Istanbul, where 
(with the co-opera- 
tion of the Turkish 
authorities) he 
worked chiefly in 
the State Archives, 
studying the 
administra 
relating Professor B. Lewis. 
Government of Syria and Palestine in the 
sixteenth century——that is, the first century 
of Ottoman rule (the Ottoman conquest 
was-in 1517). 


“The documents which studied,” 


Professor Lewis told me, “ related chiefly 


to taxation and land tenure, and gave a 


very detailed picture of life in those areas 


at that ume. | 
Jewish Taxpayers 


They. included a-. great 
material on the. Jewish population of 
Svria and Palestine. For example, | was 
able to see complete lists of. Jewish tax-. 
payers in all the towns and villages. From 
these it was possiblé to work out detailed 
statistics of the numbers and distribution 
of Jews in that area at that. period.” 

The tax registers, he said. were revised 
every few years, and it was. therefore, 
possible to follow the changes and move- 
ments of the population—Jewish . and 
otherwise. 


In the. towns, he continued, the Jews 


lived in -quarters which, in larger 
centres. were sub-div ided according to 


the place of origin. - 


While he worked principally on Syria 
and Palestine, he also managed to collect 
some details on Jewish communities else- 
where in the Ottoman Empire. 

l asked Professor Lewis what was his 
outstanding impression of the. researches 
which he had undertaken. 

“This is really the first: time.” he 
replied, “that. it -has been possible ‘to 
examine any part of. the history of the 
Middle East-in.such detail: Hitherto one 
had to work entirely from literary and 
archeological sources and pitce together 
odd scraps. of information. Now it 1s 
possible io Work. from -the detatied 
records of the Government of the time.”

Assistant 


Lecturer at- School of 
Orietital and African Studies of. the Uni- 
versity of London in 1938. During the 
war he was in the Army for. a time. and 
After 
the war he returned to the University to 
‘become Senior Lecturer. Later he became

ISRAEL’S ECONOMIC 
DIFFICULTIES 


Public Loan on Gold Basis 


From our Own Correspondent 


Tet Aviv 

A loan in guaranteed currency backed 
by gold, foreign stocks, and Isracli 
pounds, is among the proposals outlined 
here last week-end by the Government 
in an effort to overcome the economic 
crisis which has now gripped Israel. A 
statement issued on Saturday sets forth 
some of the practical measures the 
Government proposes to adopt. Notable 
among these are concessions designed to 
attract foreign capital and to encourage 
private enterprise. Betier distribution of 
essential goods 4s promised, as weil as 
intensified ‘efforts to destroy the black 
market. 

The Statement -says: “It is the 
Government's: unaltered conviction that 
the defence efforis, the: development . of 
the country, and the absorption of mass 
immmigrathon cannot be relaxed.” 

It goes on to say that there was 
no practical or moral justification for the 
panic that followed the announcement of 


the clothing and footwear rationing order,

Indissolubly associated with the work. of _ 
the svnagoegue is the provision of religious. 
education. In this sphere, the activities of 


the London Board give much ground for 


encouragement. The recent decision of the | 


Federation of Synagogues to institute a tax 


for the purpose of guaranteeing its financial 


contribution to the Board has everywhere 
been warmly welcomed. Stil greater satis- 
faction will be forthcoming when that 


decision receives real and lasting implemen- 


tation. For even the best-planned schemes 
must. be dependent upon financial aid and 
practical support. That is why the prospects 


of the Central Council cause such anxiety 
and misgiving to its well-wishers. At the last. 


meeting of the Council, only one represen-

The subject of Jewish education cannot, 
of course, be lrmited to the consideration of 


classroom instruction for the children. since.

Thus, one important aspect of Jewish. educa- 


tion in the broader sense is the work of the 


Central Lecture: Committee; which now 
operates in conjunction with the Defence 
Committee of the Board of Deputies. It was 
not without reason that a recent proposal. 
was made for the association of the work of 
the Central Lecture Committee -with the 
Deputies’ Education Committee. Indeed, we 
should be inclined to go even further, and 


to suggest that the time has now arrived 


when all the activities of the Defence Com- 
mittee might profitably be merged with those 
of the Education Committee.

HEBREW FOR ALL. 


THE desire to learn Hebrew has been enor- 
mousily stimulated by the establishment. of 


the State of Israel, ‘and facilities to meet that 


desire are being constantly increased. The 


dificulty hitherto has been the lack of suit-— 
able textbooks, but this difficulty is gradually 
“being overcome. An event of considerable — 
importance for the progress of this linguistic 


study is the issue of: Hebrew: for. All,” by 
Levy, under the auspices of the 
Central Council of Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion. This noteworthy publication is reviewed 


in our literary columns this week. No little 
_fascmation. attaches to the story of. this 


book's genesis and development. It origi- 
nated under the conditions of war-time 
evacuation, which disintegrated the normal 
methods of Jewish education. Designed at 


first as.an emergency correspondence course, 


the lessons have now been developed into a 
complete textbook capable of meeting the 
needs of adult classes at the present day. 
From the first, this enterprise. has been 
dependent upon the munificent support of 
Mr. Isasc WOLFSON, and it is his generosity 
that makes possible the present publication. 


The’ fact that Hebrew for All” is 
‘published by the Central Counci! of Jewish 


Religious Education and has a commenda- 


tory foreword by the Cuter is signifi- 


cant, since the work aims at combining the 
spoken Hebrew of present-day Israel with 


the. Hebrew...of the Prayer-Book.and.the.. 


Bible. It is no reflection on a pioneer work 
of this kind if complete success has not béen 


achicved in this difficult objective. The 


present balance of the book is inclined to 
meet the special needs of the visitor or 
emigrant to Israel rather than those of the 
ordinary resident and synagogue-worshipper 


in thiscountry. Again, the topographical refer- 
ences to Eastern Europe and the United 


States aré not specially adapted to the atmo- 
sphere of British Jewry. Doubtless such 
shortcomings, and the lack of an Eaglish- 
Hebrew glossary, will be rectified in future 


editions, for it is only by practical experiment 


that the best way can be discovered of 
dealing with the problem of Hebrew teaching 


in Jewish education. Probably the greatest 


single contribution that could now be made 
in this sphere would be the authorisation by 
our ecclesiastical authorities of the use of the 
Israeli pronunciation for all purposes. 


A GREAT PARLIAMENTARIAN 
Mr. WINSTON CHURCHILL has this week 
celebrated the SOth anniversary of his first 
election to the House of Commons. The 
fact that the leader of H.M. Opposition has 


received, among many other congratulations, 


those of the Prime Minister, Mr. -ATTLEE, 


shows that the occasion is rightly one for. 


rejoicing, irrespective of party loyalties. All 
sections of public opinion, both in. this 
country and throughout the freedom-loving 
nations of the world, must. wish to join in 
saluting. this great statesman on his parlia- 
mentary jubilee.

HEBREW FOR ALL 
Building “ Paper Bridge” 


may ay, Hebrew for All. By 
Harotp. Levy. Central Council of Jewish

The dearth of suitable textbooks in English 
for the study of Hebrew as a living language 


has for a long time served in this country to 
excuse the comparative paucity of effort to make 


the reborn tongue the heritage of the many. To 
constitute an effective instrument in the hands 


of sympathetic aspirants to a full knowledge of | 


the language, the Hebrew textbook in English 
has to grow out organically from two diverse, if 
not opposed, sets of facts: life jn Israel, and 
Jewish life in the Diaspora, To stress the one 
at the cost of ignoring the other has been a 


temptation to which; understandably, many 
_ authors have hitherto tended to succumb. The 
result was that, if a book aimed at transplanting 


the student by quick steps into the contem- 


porary Israeli atmosphere, it failed to make the 


intitial stages: easy. and. interesting enough to 
hold his attention. And if it started by making 
the Hebrew content of his religious Galut-milieu 


significant to him, it seldom succeeded in reach-— 


ing the stage where the student would feel 
firmly and successfully landed on Israeli ground. 
And yet, what better@bridge could there be to 


span the gap between Diaspora and Israel than 


the pages ‘of a good Hebrew texibook—a 
veritable “ paper bridge of Messianic legend !* 
Strangely enough, it was the upheaval of the war 


years that provided the opportunity for a successful 


attempt to be made in this, country to fashion such 
a bridge. What was originally the modest aim of

“ILLEGAL ” IMMIGRANTS 


Come Like a Storm. By E.G, Cousins. Ernest 
Benn. 10s. 6d.

The author of this book runs regarkably true to 


type, with the significant difference that he has a 


facihty for direct honest-to-goodness writing, for 


being able to transmit his thoughts to paper lucidly - 
_. without apparent efiort. Apart from that. we seem 


to have met him a hundred times during the fast 


war—bidding farewell to troops going overseas from 


their English depot, receiving them at their base 


camp in Egypt, as commandant of numberiess 
transit camps. throughout the Mediterranean area, 


as Town Major here or Transport Officer there:

Although the 
author seems to be hopelessly at sea in his 
understanding of Zionist politics (Com- 
munists, Stern Gang, and Jewish Agency 
appear to be all. one to him) and the 
book 1s weakest in its delineation of the 
Jewish characters, the main theme is 
sympathetically treated. As a novel it 
lacks form and, in effect, only the British 
personalities—whom the author under- 
stands——can be said to live.

BARCELONA’S JEWISH COMMUNITY

The 
stately building of the Royal Library 
in Copenhagen ‘houses, as an integral

-must be considered as. the largest and 


most representative Jewish library on 
the Continent of Europe to-day. 

‘the history of. this collection goes 
back to the vear 1857, when Simon 
Aaron’ Eibeschuetz left a substantial 
legacy to the Roval Library for. the 
acquisition of Jewish books. . To this 
nucleus were. gradually. added many 
thousands oi voeks dealing with all

To-day. there are over 30,000 books 
on Judaica and many more thousands 
of volumes on cognate subjects, such 
as... Semitic philology... history,.and 
archeology, assembled in a library 
which can provide students of Copen- 
hagen University, as well as scholars 
outside Denmark, with materials for 
their research io a way that can satisfy 
the most exacting demands. This is 


due mainly to the administration. in- 
the capable hands of Dr. Edelmann. 


He is assisted by the University 
and Library authorities, who are 


sympathetic and understanding to 4a 
degree unparalleled im pre-war Con- 
tinental Jewish history. 

It is obvious that such a library can 
train and satisfy the minds of many 
more than the six thousand or so 
Danish Jews, who are so ably led bs 
their distinguished Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Melchior. The University of Copen- 


hagen has recognised the unique value 


of this collection for the advancement 
of learning by appointing its Curator 


to a Lectureship in Jewish Literature:

in order to integrate the Jewish collec- 


tion in the academe. work, and in that 

way develop Jewish studies as part of 

a flourishing Semitics Department. 
But the Danish Government, the 


University, the Jewish community, and 
Dr. Edelmann 


himself, feel. very 
strongly that the use of this invportant 
collection should not be restricted . to 
Denmark. and. Copenhagen in par- 
ticular: That it suffered no harm at 


the hands of the Nazis; who were not 
slow in seizing Jewish property and 


libraries in other countries, is not so 
surprising if we remember that Den- 
mark was considered a kind of mode! 
“Coleny ” of the Third Reich... The 
Danish Jews formed then, as they do 


to-day, an integral part of the popula- 


tion and. until 1943, they were treated 
in the same wav as Danish non-Jews. 
Thanks to the magnificent and, alas. 


quite unique comradeship which the. 


Danes showed their Jewish fellow- 
citizens, only a few hundred Jews fell 
into Nazi hands when. in 1943, the 
Jews were rounded ‘tip. "The “Jewish 


collection of the Roval Library 
remamed untouched. and Dr. Edel- 


mann carried on after his return where 
he had left off. 


Dr. Edelmann told me during my 
recent visit to the Library, that the. 


authorities are anxious to make this 
unique collection available to 
interested persons jo other European 
countries. Thev would like to see it 
used regularly by students from afl 
over Europe. and especially by Jews, 
who. should take pride in the Library, 
which stands as 4 monument to 
the perseverance of Judaism.

DEPUTIES REFORM URGED 
Suggestion Outlined 


To the Editor of THe Jewrsu CHRONIC LE. 


Six,—If there is one thing. on which 
most British Jews agree it is the need for 


reorganisation of the Board of Deputies. 


Two recent events. have made the 
situation evident. One -is the 
break-off of the AJ.A. and three groups 
of synagogues, the other the -representa- 
tion of the T.A.C. on the Board. 

Does the . Board really consist. of 
Deputies of British Jews ? Certainly not! 
It was always a Board of Deputies of 
Jewish organisations. The manifold types 
of delegating bodies -have caused a con- 
giomeration of deputies representing 
everything but a democratic represen(ta- 
tion of British Jews. 

Any reform of the Board will have to 
begin not with its activities but with the 
basis for the election, and it is surprising 


that. no suggestions in this direcuion have . 


been discussed in public. : 

Two. evils stand out: the “ multiple 
and the election of deputies by a 
few parnassim, without most of the mem- 
bers of the delegating bodies taking an 
active interest in their: st¢lection: These 
evils are. not incurable, 
would at the same time awaken the 
interest of British Jewry. 

May I put forward for discussion a 
suggestion how this could be achieved: 

Instead of dele ating deputies on the 
strength of an ist of members, 
allowing the same. person to be counted 
many times, the constituting bodies will 
be required to submit: to the Election 


Committee of the Board .a register of 


members consisting of names and identity 
card numbers... The Committee will com- 
pile a register. One voting card will be 


issued by the Board to each person. 


The individual will have to decide in 


| which constituent body he wants to vote. 


He will surrender his card at the election, 
and the deleeating body will appoint a 
number of deputies no more dependent 


on the hst of members but on the number 


of voters. 

The “rotten boroughs ” will be elimi- 
nated, particularly if a minimum of, say. 
50 votes will be required for the 


Minorities could be represented if the 


delegating bodies would be allowed to 


combine constituencies ‘and provide 
proportional representation within the 
larger bodies. 


These are outlines only, but they shou'd.

GREEN TOMATOES 


There are many green tomatoes left on 
the plants, which musi be gathered before 
the frosts start. Here are a few sugges- 
tions for using them. The smallest can 
be used in pickles and chutneys. They 
are very good grilled or fried, they can 
be baked round a small joint or added 
to stews or braised dishes. y make 
an excellent sauce for fish or vegetables, 
and can also be used in the sweet course. 


Sauce for Boiled or Baked Fish 
Cuop up to Ib. of green tomatoes 
(or put them through the mincer). Stew 
very gently in a covered saucepan with 
1 oz. margarine, seasoning with salt and 
pepper. When quite soft add to 4 pt. 


white sauce, together with a tablespoon- 


ful of chopped parsley. 


Green Tomato Chutney 
Green tomatoes, 2 apples, 1 Ib. ; 
onions, 4. 1b. ; 
sugar (or golden syrup), 3 oz.; vinegar, 
| pt.:- bruised ginger, 4° oz. ;

“Joseph Goldberg,” writes the Rev.

The annual general meeting of The General 
Electric Co., Ltd., was held in London on Sep- 
tember 28. : 

_Sit Harry Railing, the Chairman, in the course 
of his speech, said : The net profit earned last 
year is higher than that of the previous year. 
Apart from the compiction of remunefgative 
contracts taken in the immediate post-war period. 
the result is mainly due to an increase both in 
production and sales of some 11 per cent. This 
increase more than counteracted the smaller profit 
margins with which we had to be satisfied in 
many lines. 

Last year I stated that we had decided on this 
policy in order to maintain a high production 
level. You will agree that our action has been 
justified by the results. It would, of course. 


have been impossible to continue this policy if _ 


production had outpaced the ofder level and 
resulted in abnormal stock accumulation. 
Balancing the claims for a high production level 
agains stock accumulation, and consequent lock- 
up Of capital, bas become one of the most im- 
portant tasks for large industrial undertakings. 
It has been made especially difficult in view of 
the constantly changing decisions taken by our 
own Government and by nationally owned under- 


| takings, as well as by other Governments who 


rarely appreciate the effecta. of these sudden 
Policy changes. both on their own and on our 
economy. 


It is, therefore, highly satisfactory that over 
the wide field of electrical production which we 
cover in its entirety, we have. in spite of these 
handicaps, been able to increase our total profit. 

A Warning note, however, must be sounded 
that the percentage increase in turnover achieved 
over a number of years cannot go on indcfinitely. 
Neither can the reduction in percentage profit 


per unit, either for capital or consumer goods, 


much further. 


It Certainly could not. continue 
with stationary 


or declining. turnover, since 


already present taxation does not leave sufficient - 


profit margins for the increased capital neces- 
per employee for research, for modern 
plant, and for working capital.

The inherent strength of the company. requires 
no emphasis. We show that.our Current Assets

We have again adhered to dividend limitation, 
in Spite of the. fact that with a stationary num- 
ber of employees their carnings have increased 
by 6 per cent during the year and that we have 
iO pay in taxation to the State an additional 
amount of £300,000. This self-denial cannot go 
on indefinitely. 

Our increased output of last. year was 
achieved both athome and in the export markets.

ISRAEL AS “BAIT” IN U. s. EGYPTIAN TALKS

The State Department has evidently
